Some are just 
nasty, 
some 
attem pt 
to 
extort 
money with threats of bodily harm, 
Tilers are from screwballs who 
fancy themselves desperately in 
love with some of our talent. 
A t 
present, 
for 
instance, three d if­ 
ferent men she has never seen are 
tying to bully Madeleine Carroll j 
—by ma;!, mind you— into eloping , 


with them. 
The crust! 
If a threatening letter indicates 
the author is dangerous, we turn 
it over to the police. 
B u t we sel­ 
dom get letters that w orry us that 
much. 
I don’t believe w e’ve called 
in the authorities on more than 
three letters in the past year. 
You see, we figure this w ay: 
barking dogs seldom bite. 
A real 
baddie 
doesn’t 
send 
threatening 
letters; he just acts. 
Most cranks, 
we have found, are harmless peo­ 
ple, motivated either by the desire 
for publicity or by mental quirks 
that will not ca rry them past the 
blustering stage. 


Pu b licity Seekers 


B y taking notice of the public­ 
ity seekers, we would only en­ 
courage them. 
(W itness the fact 
that many who we ignore w rite in 
later and offer to surrender.) And 
our system, I believe, has proved 
itself. 
In all m y time at P a ra ­ 
mount, I have never caused the 
arrest of a crank letter writer, but 
neither have I ever had occasion 
to regret this record. 
Sometimes we w ill warn a crank, 
as ive recently did a man who had 
been w riting Irene Dunne.

- obviously the work of a feeble

They began coming from Chicago, 
then from Kansas City.

hand there was King Solomon, he was 
born a prince, he lived in luxur y alii 
his life, he was reputed to lie one of 
the wisest of men, yet he played the 
fool and life for him became more 
an d more meaningless. One thinks of 
the classical story of our Lord about 
the prodigal son. 
He was a young 
man who wanted to have his fling. 
His journey into the far countr y ended 
with him being a feeder of swine. He 
lost his money, his fine clothing, his 
honor, and his self respect.

ment. 
When an y one lets go m o r ­
